Editor Standard: A thousand chil-

dren die every day in the United
States. One-hal- f of these deaths, or
fie hundred per day. could be pre-

vented. The osteopathic physicians
of this c!ty at a meeting held yester
day voted to Institute an immediate
campaign to help reduce this terrible
mortality and to with the
American Association for the Study
and Prevention of Infant Mortality.
A committee was appointed to arrange
the details by which the osteopaths
can participate in the work of the an-
nual convention of this organization
which will be held in Uoaton in No-
vember.

This is the first time that the
uhysicians have taken any

formal stand in this matter. Arrange
men's will be formulate b the com-
mittee by means of which social ser
vice work will be instituted In this
city by the local osteopaths and their
patients and friends. Free osteo-
pathic treatment will be administered
to deserving cases.

As all the greatest authorities In
the world a?ree that internal medi-
cation has no part in thp care and
treatment of infants, the osteopaths
put forward the claim that their syb-te-

of practice has more to offer for
the solution of the great problem of
reduction of infam mortality than
any other school of practice An os-
teopathy is a drugless system, its
adherents claim that it is particularly
adapted to the treatment of children
both in disease and health and that
osteopathic care tends to correct
growth and development of children
towards normal.

Conservation has attracted more
attention than any other subject In
the last few years. We have paid
great attention to conservation of
forests, birds, fish and various other
things, but have ignored the conser--
vation of babies. Hence the work
of the association which holds its
convention in November.

The amazing fact was discoverrd

and Prevention of Infant Mortality.
She will speak at the Boston meeting.
It Is Miss Lathrop who is responsible
for the startling figures quoted in
the first sentence of this article

Mr 0. R. Bedlner. director of the
Milk and Baby Hygiene Association,
has charge of the. educational cam
palgn of this meeting. Miss Mary
Beard, director of the Instructive Di-
strict Nursing Association, will have

charge of the session on prenatal
care.

Dr. M. J. Rosenau, professor of
medicine of Harvard Medical School,
will be one of the principal speakers.

Three thousand osteopathic physi-
cians from all over the country will
assemble In Philadelphia the first
week in August at the Eighteenth An-

nual International convention, and at
this meeting the osteopathic dele-
gates from this city will introduce
the subject of conservation of infant
life and ask for active assistance.
